Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting-  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  and  the  work  in  the 
Health  Department  lor  the  year  19(31. 

The  health  statistics  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the  Report ; 
there  are,  however,  several  features  on  which  I should  like  to  comment. 

The  principal  vital  statistics  show  no  significant  change  compared 
with  1960.  The  copulation  of  the  Borough  decreased  during  the  year 
by  560  to  28,690  and  the  natural  increase,  excess  of  births  over  deaths, 
was  240.  The  decrease  in  population  was,  in  large  measure,  accounted 
for  bv  the  movement  of  population  from  slum  clearance  property  in 
the  town  to  the  new  Hedworth  housing  estate  situated  in  the  “ overspill 
area  ” in  Boldon  Crban  District.  The  Birth  Rate  showed  a slight 
decrease  to  19.4  and  the  Standardised  Rate  of  17.7  (i.e.  corrected  lor 
age  and  sex  structure  of  the  population)  exceeds  the  figure  of  17.4  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  Death  Rate  decreased  to  11.0  compared 
with  12.4  for  the  previous  vear  and  the  Standardised  Death  Rate  13.7 
was  still  above  the  figure  12.0  for  England  and  Wales.  Heart  Disease 
anil  Cancer  again  accounted  for  approximately  half  of  the  deaths 
during  the  vear,  and  Respiratory  Disease  was  again  an  important  cause 
of  death.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  showed  a substantial  reduction  to  14.2 
compared  with  23.7  in  1960. 

The  number  of  Infant  Deaths  rose  fr  m 12  in  1860  to  19  in  1961 
of  which,  11  occured  during  the  first  week  o'  life.  Prematurity  was 
tile  most  important  single  cause  cl  death. 

There  were  23  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  during  1961  of  which, 
21  occurred  in  men;  deaths  from  this  predominately  male  disease  showed 
an  increase  of  more  than  50%  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The 
recently  published  report  of  the  Rova.l  College  of  Physicians  on  smoking 
in  relation  to  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  other  disease  is  an  authoritative 
reminder  of  well  known  and  well  established  facts  which  the  general 
public  seem  to  prefer  to  forget  It  is  regrettable  that  more  decisive 
action  has  not  been  taken  bv  the  Government  in  implementing  the 
recommendations  contained  in  the  report  and  that  Local  Authorities 


should  be  expected  to  spend  public  funds  in  trying  to  counteract  the  ad- 
vertising campaign  on  which,  in  1960,  the  Tobacco  Manufacturers  spent 
£11,000,000. 

In  the  environmental  sphere  encouraging  progress  continues  to  be 
made  in  the  control  of  atmospheric  pollution;  further  reference  to  this 
important  public  health  problem  will  be  found  on  page  31. 

It  is  always  a pleasure  to  place  on  record  the  examination  successes 
of  members  of  staff.  Reference  will  be  found  on  page  29  to  the  addi- 
tional qualifications  obtained  by  Messrs.  Scott  and  Johnson,  Public 
Health  Inspectors.  In  addition  Mr.  John  Hemsley,  Pupil  Public  Health 
Inspector,  has  been  successful  in  his  examinations  prior  to  proceeding 
to  his  final  year  of  study.  Mr  A.  R.  Metcalfe.  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  has  been  successful  in  passing  the  final  examination  for 
the  Diploma  in  Municipal  Administration.  To  these  members  of  staff 
I offer  my  most  sincere  congratulations  on  their  well  merited  success. 

On  page  54  will  be  found  a summary  of  the  principal  statistics 
of  the  United  Districts  of  Jarrow,  Hebburn,  Felling  and  Boldon  of 
which,  I am  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  estimated  total  popula- 
tion now  exceeds  112,000. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  I have  received  from  Chairmen,  Members  of  the 
Council,  other  Officials  and  my  Staff  in  the  Health  Department.

(2)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions. 

(a)  Description  of  the  Area. 

The  Borough  of  (arrow  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape  having  its 
northern  boundary  formed  by  the  River  Tyne.  To  the  east  and  west  the 
boundaries  of  the  area  are  contiguous  with  those  of  South  Shields 
County  Borough  and  Hebburn  Urban  District  respectively,  while  the 
Newcastle /Sunderland  railway  line  forms  the  southern  boundary  between 
(arrow  and  Boldon  Urban  District. 

Jarrow,  with  its  two  mile  water  front,  forms  part  of  the  Tyneside 
conurbation  and  is  part  of  the  northern  boundary  of  Durham  Countv; 
there  are  direct  links  with  Northumberland  by  means  of  the  pedestrian 
tunnel  and  the  vehicular  ferry  between  jarrow  and  Howdon. 

The  Newcastle/South  Shields  railway  line  divides  the  industrial  and 
commercial  district  forming  the  northern-most  third  of  the  Bore  ugh 
from  the  mainly  residential  area  to  the  south.  The  northern  area  is  in 
process  of  extensive  re-development  under  the  provisions  of  the  Compre- 
hensive Area  Re-development  Plan  which  also  provides  for  the  construc- 
tion of  new  r -ads  to  link  up  with  the  proposed  Tvne  Tunnel  to  be 
constructed  alongside  the  pedestrian  tunnel,  so  as  to  replace  the  existing 
ferry. 

The  work  of  slum  clearance  continues  and  a new  (arrow  is  begin- 
ing  to  take  shape  with  the  construction  of  fine  modern  dwellings  and  a 
most  impressive  shopping  centre.  The  north-east  district  of  the  Borough 
continues  to  be  developed  as  a modern  housing  estate  and  more  new 
housing  is  being  constructed  in  the  overspill  area  in  Boldon  Urban 
District  adjoining  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Borough.

An  average  of  1,059  persons  (725  males  and  344  females)  were 
registered  as  unemployed  throughout  the  year.  The  highest  figures 
recorded  were  964  males  and  401  females  on  11th  December,  and  the 
lowest  575  males  and  299  females  on  10th  July. 

The  recovery  from  the  recession  of  1959  continued  and  the  average 
level  of  unemployment  was  lower  than  in  either  of  the  two  preceeding 
years.  The  seasonal  increase  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year  was 
greater  than  normal,  however,  and  there  was  an  appreciable  amount 
of  short  time  working  principally  in  the  metal  manufacturing  industries.

I am  pleased  to  submit  Sections  C,  D and  E of  this  report  which, 
with  appendices  I and  II,  form  the  annual  report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  1961. 

In  this  reo  >rt,  the  information  relating  to  drainage,  sewerage, 
sanitary  accommodation  and  the  provision  of  new  houses  has  been 
provided  by  the  Borough  Engineer,  whose  co-peration  in  this  and  other 
practical  ways  has  been  much  appreciated.  My  thanks  are  due  also 
to  the  Town  Clerk  and  other  officers  of  the  Corporation  for  their  many 
kindnesses. 

Early  in  1961  Mr.  W.  R.  Simpson  resigned  to  lake  up  an  appoint- 
ment with  another  authority,  his  first  outside  of  Jarrow  where  he  trained 
for  four  years.  He  was  a successful  student,  and  will  do  well  as 
an  inspector.  In  his  place,  Mr.  E.  Johnson  has  proved  a most  able 
recruit  to  the  profession  and  has  quickly  found  his  feet  in  the  depart- 
ment. Mr.  J.  Scott  was  successful  in  the  April  1961  examination  for 
the  Smoke  Inspectors  Certificate  and  Mr.  Johnson  gained  the  Certifi- 
cate for  Inspectors  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods  in  October. 

Once  again,  I wish  to  thank  you,  Sir,  and  each  member  of  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  all  the  help  and  loyal  support  throughout 
the  year.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


WATER  SUPPLY. — The  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water 
Company  is  the  statutory  undertaking  for  the  supply  of  water  to  all  parts 
of  the  Borough. 

Although  service  pipes  are  laid  to  almost  all  premises  within  the 
Borough,  many  houses  in  the  older  part  of  the  town  are  supplied  with 
water  only  by  means  of  yard  taps,  some  of  which  serve  more  than  one 
dwelling. 

C.  A.  Serpell,  Esq.,  B.Eng.,  M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E.,  the  Water  Com- 
pany’s Engineer,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  summary  of  results 
of  the  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  taken  from 
sources  which  supply  Jarrow.

Five  samples  of  water  from  taps  in  Jarrow  were  taken  by  Health 
Department  staff  and  tested  at  the  local  Public  Health  Laboratory.  All 
were  reported  free  from  coliform  bacilli  in  100  ml.

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in  the  sen,  and  also  gauging  of  flows,  in  existing  sewers,  the  former 
to  be  carried  out  by  Consulting  Engineers  and  the  latter  by  individual 
Local  Authorities.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

(a)  Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Readings  were  continued  at  the  two  recording  stations  in  the 
Borough.  In  general  the  readings  show  that  the  northern  area  of  the 
town  near  the  river  side  experiences  a heavier  fall-out  of  atmospheric 
pollution  than  the  more  residential  Monk  ton  Dene  area.  However, 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  the  amount  of  total  solids  recorded 
at  Monkton  Dene  station  exceeded  the  Market  Square  readings,  and 
it  may  reasonably  be  assumed  that  this  was  due  to  a preponderance 
of  winds  blowing  in  a south-westerly  direction  during  these  months 
and  carrying  dust  from  the  Monkton  Coke  Works  lying  to  the  west 
of  Monkton  Dene  but  outside  the  Borough  boundary.  The  readings 
for  the  Monkton  Dene  gauge  for  the  month  of  August  had  to  be  dis- 
counted, as  the  deposit  gauge  was  then  defective.

(b)  Domestic  Smoke. 

Now  that  the  smoke  control  area  has  been  in  operation  lor  more 
than  a year,  some  comment  may  be  made.  From  the  very  beginning 
there  has  been  a marked  reluctance  on  the  part  of  a high  proportion 
of  householders  readily  to  accept  the  change  from  smoky  to  smokeless 
fuels,  despite  innumerable  visits  and  demonstrations  and  even  when 
the  demonstrations  were  clearly  a success.  Even  valid  criticism  about 
coke  (e.g.  ignition  difficulty,  needs  more  attention,  not  so  cheerful) 
was  used  and  many  invalid  criticisms  especially  relating  to  “ lumes." 


Some  of  the  unfav  arable  reaction  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  natural 
con  ervati  an  of  the  elderly,  and  some  a>  the  price  factor  which  creates 
a barrier  that  no  amount  t reasoning  about  “ heat  value  ’ can  sur- 
mount. 

lhil,  the  largest  single  factor  operating'  during-  the  criu  :al  early 
stages  of  the  area  was  the  deliberate  and  determined  campaign  ol  the 
majority  of  1 cal  coal  merchants  to  en  -oarage  householders  to  flout 
ihc  law  and  to  discourage  acceptance  ol  smokeless  fuel.  I his  they 
did  either  b\  exaggerated  statenn  nts  about  other  smoke  s uirees,  e.g. 
smoke  from  ships,  or  by  suggesting-  that  there  was  a shortage  ol 
smokeless  fuel  when  there  was  not  by  taking  their  lorries  into  the 
smoke  control  area  with  little  or  no  coke  on  board  but  plenty  ol  coal. 
Another  approach  has  been  to  recommend  householders  to  buy  both 
coal  and  coke — “ A black  and  white,  Mrs.!” — either  to  use  mixed  or 
to  keep  the  coal  for  use  during  hours  ol  darkness.  Not  all  of  these 
evasive  ideas  eante  from  the  merchants,  but  some  merchants  were  not 
slow  to  turn  them  to  their  own  use.  Other  merchants,  a few,  set  out 
to  provide  the  right  type  of  fuel  in  adequate  quantities  and  were  pre- 
pared to  give  the  scheme  a fair  chance. 

Fuel  merchants,  many  of  them  operating  only  with  one  vehicle  from 
a depot  too  small  to  handle  and  stock  a variety  of  fuels,  have  obvious 
difficulties  to  contend  with  when  required  to  cope  with  smokless  fuels 
which  are  so  much  more  bulky  than  coal.  Extra  storage  and  double 
handling  are  additional  overheads  and  already  limited  storage  facilities 
can  cause  irritation  among  merchants  who  may  have  to  share  a single 
railway  truck  load.  These  difficulties  are  more  marked  where,  as  in  Jar- 
row,  the  first  smoke  control  area  is  too  small  to  warrant  the  merchants 
tackling  there  problems  on  a considerable  scale.  Perhaps  less  diffi- 
culty would  have  resulted  had  a much  larger  smoke  control  area  been 
adopted. 

These  fuel  merchandising-  problems  are  reflected  in  other  wavs. 
A recent  report  en  smokeless  fuels  by  a consumer  research  organisation 
drew  attention  to  the  wide  variation  in  quality  of  smokeless  fuels  as 
delivered  to  the  consumer.  Later,  in  a television  programme  about 
the  report,  the  need  to  have  better  control  over  moisture  content  of  the 
more  porous  smokeless  fuels  was  discussed.  Opinion  seems  to  be 
growing  in  certain  quarters  that  there  is  a need  both  for  stronger 
legislative  control  over  iuel  merchandising  and  tor  the  prohibition  of 
coal  delivery  in  a smoke  control  area. 

An  ordinance  ol  the  City  of  Saint  1.  uis,  Missouri,  “ prevents  not 
only  the  use  of  certain  fuels  but  their  sale  and  even  hauling  for  use 
in  the  city  . This  wording  and  the  fact  that  all  solid  fuel  dealers  arc 
licensed  by  this  office  has  made  the  policing  of  the  retail  coal  business 
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relatively  simple  ” writes  J.  H.  Carter,  Commissioner  of  Air  Pollution 
Control  in  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  of  that  City.  American 
practice  in  this  connection  is  worth  examining-  to  see  whether  it  may 
be  more  effective  than  that  now  adopted  in  the  United  Kingdom.  A 
few  years  ago  Mr.  Carter  presented  a paper  on  Fuel  Regulations  during 
a Seminar  on  Air  Pollution  Problems,  and  lie  lias  kindly  given  per- 
mission for  the  publication  of  the  following  quotation  from  it  : — 

When  the  solid  fuel  delivered  in  a city  runs  into  the  millions 
of  tons  a year  it  is  obvious  that  the  solid  fuel  dealers  can  play  a big 
part  in  the  success  or  failure  of  any  attempt  at  fuel  regulation.  This 
was  so  apparent  to  the  framers  of  the  first  fuel  regulatory  ordinance 
in  St.  Louis  that  they  decided  it  would  be  necessary  to  put  the  dealers, 
themselves,  under  regulation.  This  was  done  by  providing  in  a 
separate  ordinance  that  “ no  person  shall  produce,  imp<  rt  or  haul 
solid  fuel,  nor  store  an\  solid  fuel  for  immediate  or  future  hauling  for 
use  in  the  city,  without  first  obtaining  a so'id  fuel  permit  to  do  so  ... 

(5 1 These  permits  are  issued  upon  application  to,  and  approval  bv, 
the  smoke  commissioner  and  are  renewable  each  year.  Provision  is 
made  in  the  ordinance  whereby  a permit  may  be  revoked  or  its  renewal 
refused.  Herein,  of  course,  lies  the  regulator)  power.  A dealer  with- 
out a solid  fuel  permit  is  out  of  the  coal  business'.  The  dealer 
is  assigned  a solid  fuel  permit  number  which  he  keeps  as  long  as  his 
permit  is  in  force.  This  number  must  b printed  on  ‘he  sides  of  his 
trucks.  In  addition  he  receives  each  year,  as  he  renews  his  perm.t, 
a decal  for  each  truck  windshield.  These  decal  are  in  d'ffcrent  ci  ' >r 
combinations  from  year  to  year  so  as  to  be  readily  distin  piishable. 

At  the  time  the  first  fuel  regulations  went  into  effect  it  was  realised 
that  the  purchaser  should  have  some  assurance  from  the  dealer  as  to  ‘he 
legality  of  the  fuel  delivered  to  him.  St.  Louis,  like  most  cities  its 
size,  requires  the  bonding-  of  all  public  weighers  and  the  use  ol  a 
standard  weight  certificate  to  accompany  each  delivery.  I his  weight 
certificate  offered  a means  for  providng  this  assurance  and  the  W eight; 
and  Measures  ordinance  was  amend'  d to  include  the  following.  “ VII 
the  certificates  and  copies  shall  show  the  solid  fuel  permit  number  pro- 
vided for  in  Ordinance  41173,  of  the  C ity  of  St.  Louis,  the  time  ol 
weighing  thereol,  and  shall  show  the  true  gross,  tare  and  net  weights, 
and  shall  also  state  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  seller  s 
name  and  address,  and  the  origin  of  said  coal,  coke  or  other  ar'icle  . . . 
and  shall  correcth  describe  the  quality,  kind,  size  and  character  of 
the  same.”  (6)  Origin  of  the  fuel  is  identified  by  use  of  mine  numbers 
previously  referred  t >.  All  weight  certificates  printed  since  the  above 
amendment  was  adopted  have  provided  blank  spaces  lor  the  dealers 
solid  fuel  permit  number,  the  mine  number  and  the  required  description 
of  the  fuel  as  to  size,  etc. 
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l'h;  St.  Louis  ordinance  of  1940,  and  most  of  the  ordinances 
adopted  by  other  localit.es  in  the  following  years,  conta.ncd  a clause 
win  a or  v.ded  that,  m tne  even,  that  the  established  chan. ids  ol  trade 
in  the  city  d.d  not  provide  an  adequate  supply  ot  smokeless  solid  luel 
at  a pr.  e commensurate  with  its  value,  an  emergency  could  be  dcoared 
and  the  (ditv  Admmis'.rat.on  could  enter  the  solid  luel  business  by 
buving  and  distributing  on  its  own  account.  1 his  authority  given 
te>  the  local  government  mav  have  had  considerable  we. gilt  as  a “ sword 
ol  Damocles  ' hanging  over  the  heads  ol  the  established  coal  dealers 
hut  in  St.  i.  uis  it  was  never  used — nor  was  it,  to  the  best  oi  the 
author's  knowledge,  in  any  other  locality.” 

(c)  Industrial  Smoke. 

Visits  were  paid  to  five  local  boilerhouses  in  connection  with  black 
smoke  emissions.  One  was  able  to  change  successfully  Irom  coal  to 
coke,  another  was  improved  In  altering  draught  cond.tions,  a third 
by  a change  of  fuel  quality  and  size,  and  the  other  two  simply  required 
more  careful  attention  to  firing  technique.  At  the  public  baths  the 
installation  of  modern  boilerhouse  plant  lias  made  a vast  improvement 
so  far  as  smoke  emission  is  concerned.  The  treble  pass  horizontal 
boiler  is  tired  by  coal  in  an  underfeed  stoker  with  only  a slight  haze 
emitted  from  the  stack. 

I vvo  installations  were  given  prior  approval. 

Scheduled  Processes 

Progress  with  the  two  scheduled  processes,  mentioned  in  the  Annual 
Report  last  year  has  been  so  slow  that  it  is  difficult  to.  see  anv  improve- 
ment in  the  position.  H.M.  District  Alkali  Inspector  is  dealing  with 
ihe  two  industries  involved.  At  one  ol  the  factories  he  is  resp  nsible 
for  the  operation  of  a furnace  while  the  local  authority  is  resp  nsible 
lor  boiler  plant  connected  to  the  same  stack.  Accordingly,  the  manage- 
ment are  able  to  play  off  one  authority  against  the  other.

SECTION  D. 

Housing. 


Clearance  Areas. 

Steady  progress  lias  been  made  with  the  Council’s  clearance  area 
programme.  The  obsolete  rows  of  terraced  houses  with  their  dark 
kitchens,  poke  soldieries  and  generally  inadequate  facilities  are  being 
demolished.  The  tenants  from  these  streets  are  being  rehoused  on  new 
estates  either  in  the  more  rural  .atmosphere  of  lledworth  <.r  on  cleared 
sites  near  the  town’s  new  shopping  centre. 

I'he  face  of  Jarrow  is  changing  quickly,  and  what  remains  of  the 
old  town  centre  has  rapidly  bean  made  to  look  much  worse  by  stark 
comparison  with  '.lie  new.  Soon  little  will  remain  ol  that  part  ol  the 
town  which  grew  at  such  a phen  uninal  rate  some  90  to  100  years  ago 
when,  tuning  almost  doubled  its  population  in  the  1850’s,  ii  went  on 
nearly  to  treble  its  numbers  from  6,499  to  18,178  between  1861  and 
1871.  It  is  a credit  to  all  who  planned  and  built  Jarrow  in  those  hectic 
days  that  they  made  the  streets  wide,  gave  good  access  and  avoided 
the  back-to-back  or  tenement  craze  which  characterises  the  slums  of 
other  industrial  towns  of  the  same  era. 

Tour  Clearance  Areas  involving  265  houses  and  796  persons  were 
represented  as  unfit  during  1961.  In  addition,  two  individual  unfit 
houses  were  closed.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

1'he  bulk  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the  Borough  is  supplied  by  five 
distributors,  none  of  whom  are  producer-retailers.  Although  all  of  the 
milk  retailed  is  now  heat-treated,  only  one  distributor  has  pasteurising 
plant  in  the  area. 

There  is  locally  considerable  trade  in  sterilised  milk  which  can  be 
bought  at  most  shops  which  sell  provisions. 

L'nder  the  conditions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regula- 
tions, I960,  that  part  of  licensing  administration  formerly  carried  out 
b\  this  authority  was  transferred  to  the  Durham  County  Council  as 
food  and  drugs  .authority  for  the  area,  with  effect  from  the  end  of 
I960.

In  the  Annual  Report  for  I960  attention  was  drawn  to  the  increas- 
ing number  of  complaints  of  this  nature,  a problem  which  Local 
Authorities  up  and  down  the  country  are  faced  with.  Whilst  it  is 
true  that  the  incidence  of  complaints  about  foreign  matter  in  food 
or  about  unsoundness  of  food  is  small  in  relation  to  the  quantities 
handled  by  the  retail  trade,  the  complaints  generally  fall  into  two 
categories  both  ot  which  are,  to  a very  large  extent,  avoidable,  pro- 
viding that  these  cardinal  rules  of  food  handling  are  followed:  — 

(a)  That  food  should  be  kept  covered  at  all  stages  during  manu- 
facture where  foreign  matter  can  gain  access,  and 

(b)  That  a very  strict  watch  should  be  kept  by  retailers  over  the 
shelf  life  of  the  food  for  sale. 

l he  public  have  every  right  to  expect  that  the  food  thev  buy  is 
free  from  foreign  matter,  wholesome  and  in  a fresh  condition  at  the 
time  of  sale.

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955. 

337  visits  were  made  to'  food  premises  in  the  Borough  in  connec- 
tion with  the  preparation,  storage  and  sale  of  food. 

The  move,  reported  last  year,  from  old  premises  into  the  new 
shopping  cen're  has  continued.  Without  doubt  the  standard  of  food 
handling  and  display  in  these  new  premises  is  a marked  improvement 
over  the  practices  adopted  in  the  old  shops.  However,  one  feature  of 
modern  trading  is  the  pre-packaging  of  food  and  where  this  is  done  at 
retailers  premises  away  from  the  public  view  it  is  more  than  ever  neces- 
sarv  to  ensure  that  food  hygiene  standards  are  strictly  enforced. 
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The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947-1952. 

l'li  number  ol  premises  registered  fur  the  sale  ol  ice  cream 
decreased  from  69  in  1960  t. > 67  in  1961.  I he  one  ice  cream  manu- 
facturer registered  in  the  town  for  many  years  past  ha  . now  ceased 
to  manulacture  ice  cream. 

The  new  development  which  needs  careful  supervision  is  the  batch 
freezing  of  soft  ice  cream  in  continuous  extruder  machinery  installed 
in  mobile  vans  and  more  recently  in  ice  cream  shops.  The  storage  of 
the  mixture  before  freezing  and  the  cleansing  of  containers  and  equip- 
ment needs  caret  ul  attention  to  avoid  unsatisfactory  bacteriological 
results.

Food  Sampling. 

Mr.  John  Trotter,  Chief  Weights  and  Measures  Inspector  for 
Durham  County  Council  has  kindly  forwarded  details  relating  to  the  83 
samples  obtained  in  Jarrow  by  officers  of  his  department,  one  of  which 
contained  preservatives.  21  of  these  samples  were  of  milk,  all  of 
which  satisfied  the  prescribed  standards. 

Eighteen  food  samples  purchased  formally  bv  local  Public  Health 
Inspectors  were  all  found  to  be  genuine. 
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SECTION  F. 

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  1961 
was  94S,  compared  with  333  during  the  previous  year.  This  increase 
was  largely  accounted  for  by  the  substantial  rise  of  711  in  measles 
notifications.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Whooping 
Cough  with  66  cases  compared  with  25  in  1960. 

Significant  reductions  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  incidence 
of  Pneumonia,  Dysentery  and  Respiratory  Tuberculosis;  further 
reference  to  these  facts  is  made  below. 

Measles. 

The  usual  bi-ennial  epidemic  pattern  was  maintained  and,  as  ex- 
pected, there  was  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified 
there  being  7S1  cases,  compared  with  70  during  the  previous  year.  The 
epidemic  reached  its  peak  in  March  1981  during  which  month  nearly 
300  cases  were  notified;  although  the  epidemic  was  of  an  extenswe 
nature,  the  disease  itself  was,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  onlv  of  moderate 
severity  and  no'  cases  required  admission  to  hospital. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Although  notifications  during  the  year  rose  from  25  in  1960  to  66 
in  1961,  this  is  still  a low  incidence  for  what  used  to  be  an  extremely 
common  and  frequently  serious  disease  of  childhood.  This  low  in- 
cidence may  be  largely  attributed  to  the  increasing  advantage  now  being 
taken  of  immunisation  against  this  disease  which  is  offered  by  both 
General  Practitioners  and  local  Authority  clinics. 

Dysentery. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  the  low  incidence  of  dysentery,  there  having 
been  only  three  cases  notified  during  1961.  This  represents  a sub- 
stantial reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  occuring  in  the  community  ; 
it  may  be  recalled  that  the  high  incidence  in  1960  was,  to  a large  extent, 
accounted  for  by  an  outbreak  of  this  disease  in  two  nursery  schools. 
1 am  pleased  to  say  that  there  have  been  no  further  institutional  re- 


currences. 
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Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  no  eases  ol  food  p vison  ng  notified  during  the  year. 
Improved  standards  ot  hygiene  both  in  catering  establishment's  and 
also  the  domestic  sphere  are  important  factors.  It  is,  h wever,  possible 
that  individual  cases  or  minor  outbreaks  may  have  occurred  without 
having  been  brought  to  the  n lice  of  the  Public  Health  Dcpartm  nt  and 
in  this  connection  I wish  once  again  to  emphasis  the  importance  of 
early  investigation  of  all  suspected  cases. 

Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  1961,  29  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  compared  with  T2  during  1960.  Although  the  number  of 
males  notified  during  the  year  decreased  by  5,  compared  with  1960, 
there  was  an  increase'  from  3 to  11  cases  during  the  year  in  the  vulner- 
able male  age  group  55  tears  and  upwards.  The  reduction  of  8 in  the 
number  of  female  cases  notified  ooeured  largely  in  t he  25-35  year  age 
group  but  the  number  of  cases  in  the  vulnerable  15-25  year  age  group, 
although  showing  a reduction,  still  ace.  tinted  lor  nearly  half  of  the 
total  number  of  female  cases  notified. 

The  incidence  of  N on-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  remains  low  with 
only  4 new  cases  notified  during  the  year.  Since  1954  the  at  crage 
number  of  new  cases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  per  year 
has  been  41.  During  the  preceding  years  covered  in  the  following  table 
i.e.  1940  to  1954,  the  average  number  of  new  cases  of  X on-pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  notified  per  annum  was  no  less  titan  16.  There  can  be 
n > doubt  whatever  that  this  dramatic  improvement  over  the  years  has 
been  achieved  by  the  Heat  Treatment  of  milk  by  pasteurisation  or  steril- 
isation ; almost  all  of  the  milk  retailed  in  the  Borough  is  thus  treated. 

Of  the  191  respiratory  cases  on  the  register  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year  more  than  a quarter,  52,  were  removed  from  the  register 
as  having  recovered;  this  is  a most  encouraging  proportion.  It  is,  how- 
ever, unfortunate  to  have  to  record  that  of  the  new  cases  notified  during 
the  year  no  less  than  4 had  within  recent  months  been  removed  from 
the  register  as  having  recover!  d although  on  subsequent  follow-up 
i he  disease  was  once  again  found  to  be  active. 
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Tubsrculos's.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  1 6*8 1 came  in  restrictions  imposed  in  November,  1860,  on  the 
movement  of  swine  were  still  in  operation  throughout  County  Durham 
and  the  Nortli  Riding  of  Yorkshire  as  a result  of  swine  fever  outbreaks. 
These  restrictions  were  released  on  16th  January,  1961,  but  re-imposed 
on  22nd  April  and  continued  to  operate  over  an  extended  area  until 
withdrawn  in  October,  1961. 

Thirty  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to  stock  breeders  either 
to  check  on  licensed  movement  of  animals  or  to  ensure  that  swill  drill 
provisions  were  adequately  carried  out.

Report  on  Shops  Act,  1950,  for  the  Year  1961 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1961  concerning  the  Council’s 
duties  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 


Considerable  movement  of  traders  from  old  shops  in  the  town  to  new 
premises  m the  shopping  centre  took  place  during  the  year.  Moreover, 
many  new  traders  appeared  on  the  scene,  most  ol  them  in  the  lorm  of 
branch  shops  of  national  retailing  organisations.  Better  staff  welfare 
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lacili'ics  than  could  have  been  provided  in  older  premises  were  incor- 
p mated  in  the  new  development  at  the  plan  stage.  As  a general  rule, 
hours  of  trading  remain  unchanged. 

The  fact  that  mobile  shops  are  still  able  to  operate  without  regard 
to  the  restriction  as  t > hours  of  closing  and  Sunday  trading  which  apply 
to  s'.itie  shops  is  still  a source  of  irritation  in  s >mc  sections  ol  the  retail 
trade.  However,  the  majority  of  local  late-night  m b.le  traders  work 
on  their  own  account  and  employ  no  assistance.
